"Government crop experts at the ag- 
ricultural experiment station at the 
state university estimate the Florida 
citrus crop for the coming season at 
13,500.000 boxes, of which S.500.000 
boxes will be oranges and 5,000,000 
boxes will be grapefruit. 


The orange crop showed a condition 


of 92 per cent of normal Sept. 1, 
the highest figure reported on this 
date for some years. 


Trees are in excellent condition, 


well truited and the fruit is well de- 
veloped. Prospects are good for heavy 
production with normal conditions for 
the balance ot the growing reason. 
Production is estimated at S.500,000 
boxes as compared with about 7.000,- 
000 boxes last season. 


No separate estimate for tangerines 


can be undertaken by this office, but 
reports indicate that the heaviest crop 
ever grown in the state is now on 
the trees.
